Animal Advice 


Jay Gould, DVM 


I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per 
indoor cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes 
should be cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in 
general do not like covered boxes. Get rid of the 
cover. Cats also prefer boxes to be as out in the 
open as possible so they don't feel trapped going 
in or out. There should be 2 or 3 ways for the 
cat to get out of the box. In general, cats prefer 
clumping litter as well. Stay with one that works 
and don't get fooled into buying what ever is on 
sale.

lots. Birds and other wildlife prefer the interesting flora 
featured in the yards of those of us who simply don't get 
around to things. 

Brush piles that are "temporarily" left behind 
the evergreens are rewarding places to find insects and 
cover; rampant bittersweet vines entangled with thorny 
undergrowth (which we'll get to "next year") not only 
provide good winter snacking but the perfect spot for 
surveillance before flying in to the feeders. 

Once you have been messy enough to attract 
your wildlife, they enthusiastically join in, contributing 
ever-burgeoning species of vines and berrying bushes to 
a scene now out of control. A 30-foot privet, planted by 
the birds many years ago near the back door, now has 
sufficient superstructure to support all the feeders as well 
as its own abundant crop of dark blue berries - relished 
by all kinds of finches and wintering bands of robins. 

Some people object to the smell of the tiny 
white blossoms, but the bees think it's divine. It's hard 
to imagine that this umbrella-like specimen with its 
gracefully cascading branches is the same bush which, 
hard-pruned, forms other people's hedges. 

The privet thus has acquired the constantly 
reinforced stranglehold on perpetuity enjoyed so lustily 
by the red-berried tartarian honeysuckle, blackberries, 
the wild white-flowering rose (which even we attack, in 
spite of its glorious scent) and the sweet autumn clematis, 
which reacts to a spring cutdown by producing masses

of blossoms just in time for migrating butterflies and 
then a winter of happy seed-eating by the white-throated 
sparrows. 

So this "nice neighborhood" has natural food, 
feeders, and a scattering of ground feed. Add a few 
evergreens including berry-rich junipers for cover and 
your friends may escape the hawk. Now this is a problem 
that more scientifically-oriented birders don't have, but to 
those of us who regard our visiting birds as individuals, 
a hawk attack is a revolting development! I try to keep 
in mind the thinking of Pulitzer Prize-winning naturalist 
Edwin Way Teale in "A Walk Through the Year": these 
aren't murderous assaults designed to end lives; the hawk 
is motivated only by the desire to prolong life - his own. 

If he could eat his prey without killing it, he would. This 
is, however, not the first thing I say when I see a pile of 
feathers on the lawn. 

Another amenity, as advertised, is water. Our 
birdbaths are all on the ground, a safe enough location 
if the birds have a clear line of vision in all directions or 
if one side backs up to an impenetrable thorny barrier.

A scattering of baths is a good idea because of territorial 
lines and because on hot days at least one will be filled 
with a snoozing pigeon. 

Ours include a Four-and-Twenty Blackbirds 
size and - because we never get around to baking either 
- an enameled Corning pie plate which is unaffected 
by weather. On the Day of Reckoning, something 
extraordinary is awaiting those who have garden-gracing 
ornamental birdbaths - and no water. 

By now you are thinking we live in a jungle 
and that we would have been the first to embrace the 
meadow concept. No, an unbroken expanse of lawn is, 
personally, both visually and mentally restful, so I've 
come up with a battery of excuses for being a lawn mower 
freak. Robins and flickers much prefer short turf, and 
many are the close calls I've had with catbirds racing 
alongside the mower to grab in midflight the moths and 
other small insects fleeing in my path. If the mower is set 
high enough, as ours is because we haven't repaired the 
one wheel that won't budge, the small ground-flowering 
weeds are left intact for finches, woodchucks and rabbits. 
Mowing keeps the jungle at bay, leaving a yard encircling 
necklace whose jewels vary from season to season, from 
year to year, always with new gifts: the brilliant red of 
barberries and hollies, the surprising debut of mock 
orange, a capricious carpet of lilies-of-the-valley. 

So much for the amenities! The prime real estate 
is a magnificent hole in an old oak close by the house. 
Never mind that the tree top left town in the clutches of 
Hurricane Bob, leaving twisted wreckage that looks like 
a punk haircut. How deep is the hole? Only the tenants 
know for sure, but spring turn-outs add up to quite an 
accumulation of debris, particularly eye-catching as it 
sails past our windows. Three young squirrels plus their 
mother, or three flicker offspring plus a parent, can all pop

High Voter Turnout in Tri-Town

Tri-Town voters came out for the presidential 
primary election on March 1 like they haven't in a long 
time. Decades, even, according to Rochester Town Clerk 
Naida Parker. 

Fifty-percent of Marion voters - 1,874 of the 3,763 
registered voters - made their way to the VFW to cast 
their vote for their preferred candidate. 

"It was pretty steady all day," said Marion Town 
Election Warden Joan Hartnett-Barry. "People came out 
during lunch, during supper time . . . anytime." 

Republican candidate Donald Trump was the victor 
in Marion with 358 votes, with John Kasich coming in 
second with 183 votes and Marco Rubio in third with 148. 

Democratic candidate Fhllary Clinton beat Bernie 
Sanders in Marion by a narrow margin, 530-510. 

In Mattapoisett, roughly 50 percent of registered 
voters filed into Old Hammondtown Elementary School 
throughout the day - 2,390 (plus 100 write-ins) of over 
4,700 registered voters. 

Turnout was significantly higher than the average 
presidential primary, according to Town Clerk Catherine 
Heuberger. 

Trump came out on top with 483 votes, Kasich in 
second with 240, and Rubio in third with 181. 

Sanders beat Clinton in Mattapoisett, 691-610. 

Over in Rochester, voters streamed in right up until 
8:00 pm, just as polls were about to close. 

Trump won amongst Rochester voters with 547, 
Rubio in second with 137, and Kasich in third with 122 
votes. 

Sanders beat Clinton significantly, 500-325. 

Turnout was about 43 percent in Rochester, with 
1,814 of 4,243 voters making it to the Rochester Senior 
Center to cast their ballots. 

"It's been awesome," said Parker, summing up the 
day. "The largest turnout for a primary election in the 30 
years that I've been here."

Boat Tours. Healy has developed a historical perspective 
titled "Firsts in Boston and Massachusetts." Marion's 
beautiful Music Hall was the perfect venue for listening to 
a bit of historical trivia. 

Speaking to a gathering of about 20 people, Healy 
transported the audience on a "firsts" journey that began 
in 1630 with the development of the first building code 
and ended in 1972 when WGBH was the first television 
station to provide closed captioning for hearing impaired 
persons. 

During the 342 year period that Healy covers in 
his material, an amazing and diverse number of "firsts" 
color our history. 

When the first building code was written in 1630,

it was done so to prevent future chimney fires. Prior to the 
regulation, chimneys were commonly made from wood 
versus bricks or stone. 

As we wandered along through the 1600s, 

Healy shared that Boston Latin School was the very first 
building used as a schoolhouse and their roster of students 
contained such dignitaries as Benjamin Franklin, Samuel 
Adams, and John Hancock. Before school buildings were 
built, students went to the teachers' homes for lessons. 
When Healy asked if there were any retired teachers in the 
crowd, several responded affirmatively and laughed at the 
notion of having a house full of students. 

Healy went on to mention the first disbarred 
lawyer, no smoking community, divorce, witch hanging, 
minted coins, and fire department. Regarding the divorce 
case, a woman filed for dissolution of her marriage after 
finding out that her husband had another wife in that far- 
flung town of Plymouth. 

In 1690, the first newspaper, Publick Occurrences 
Both Forreign and Domestick, was published, but the local 
officials didn't like the content so it was shut down. 
Remember the Constitution had not yet been written and 
adopted. 

Moving into the 1700s, Healy pointed out that the 
first lighthouse, Boston Light on Little Brewster Island in 
Boston Harbor, was built and is still in operation today. 
Boston Light is also the only lighthouse where Coast Guard 
personnel are still on duty.

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Other firsts from this century that Boston or 
the state can claim are the development of smallpox 
inoculations in 1721, Saint Patrick's Day parade in 1737, 
and the first chocolate factory in 1765 owned by Dr. John 
Baker. Yes, the famous Baker's chocolate is still available 
in the baking aisle of grocery stores today. 

Of significant note was the story Healy told of 
Phyllis Wheatley. Wheatley was captured and transported 
to New England as a slave in 1761, a small and by then 
sickly child. Suzanne Wheatley purchased the child. 
Wheatley subsequently provided care and education to 
the child now named "Phyllis" after the ship in which 
she had been transported. Phyllis, who demonstrated 
superior intellect, went on to become a well respected 
writer and poet. 

By 1783, Massachusetts was the first state to 
abolish slavery. 

The 1800s saw such local firsts as a teachers' 
college in 1839, use of ether, sewing machines, and the 
famous candy NECCO Wafers that are still in production 
today. The year 1848 saw the first women's college open 
its doors, first public lending library, Valentine cards, and 
automobile. 

The first African American all-volunteer 
infantry regiments, numbers 54 and 55, were formed 
and they went on to be forever emblazed in our history 
for their heroic service during the Civil War. William 
Carney received the first Medal of Honor ever awarded

29 officially decided to not hold a special town meeting, 
given that an annual town meeting isn't too far off. 

Town Administrator Michael McCue advised 
the board that since a special town meeting wouldn't be 
possible until some time in late April, it would be prudent 
and more economical to simply wait until the annual 
town meeting and hold a special then. 

Selectmen had been waiting to schedule a special 
town meeting until the state legislature passed special 
legislation to uphold the votes of the June 8 Annual Town 
Meeting that was discovered to have been held without a 
quorum. That legislation, although making progress, still 
has the town waiting. 

"Given the unpredictability of determining the 
date in which the [legislation] we're waiting on . . . will 
come to fruition," McCue said, advising selectmen to 
support his recommendation. 

McCue said an annual town meeting at the end 
of May would suffice, and any financial requests that 
various departments had prepared for articles on a special 
town meeting warrant have been addressed with the 
Finance Committee through other means of funding. 

A special town meeting warrant would have 
featured an article to return the town meeting quorum 
back to 75 from 100 but, as McCue pointed out, holding a 
special town meeting now would still not be enough time 
for it to pass through the attorney general's office for final 
approval before the annual town meeting.

Marion Signs Lease for Nissan Leaf 

Marion Board of Selectmen

In just a couple of weeks, employees of the Town 
of Marion will be driving around the town in a brand new 
electric car. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen on February 26 
authorized acting Town Administrator Judy Mooney to 
sign a lease for a new electric car on behalf of the town. 
The three-year, $7,500 lease is fully funded by a grant the 
town secured under the advisement of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee. 

The vehicle, a new Nissan Leaf, would replace the 
use of one of the town's other town-owned combustible 
engine vehicles, although which department will use the 
Nissan Leaf has not yet been decided. 

Another $7,500 is allocated to pay for the charging 
station to be installed at the Atlantis Drive recreation 
building, although Mooney said she hopes the money 
could stretch far enough to install a second charging 
station across town. 

"We wanted three and three," said Mooney, but 
the grant awarded would only provide for the one car and 
the one charging station. 

Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard 
was in attendance to ask questions about the financial 
implications for the town in light of the new vehicle. 

Mooney reassured him there was no mileage limit 
as far as she knew, but since the car would only be used 
locally, she doubted the town would exceed any given 
limit. 

"We're not going to get close to the mileage use at 
the end of the lease," Mooney said. She added that, at the 
end of the lease, the town would be able to purchase the 
vehicle at a drastically reduced cost. She mentioned the

number $389 several times, but she said in that moment 
she was unable to confirm the exact number. 

Mooney told Minard after he asked if he could 
use the charging station should he hypothetically 
purchase an electric car, and Mooney told him yes. 

Public use of the charging station was a condition for the 
acceptance of the grant. 

" Who's ultimately paying the cost of plugging 
it in?" asked Minard, saying he didn't want to see the 
selectmen's budget "get banged for a big charge that they 
don't have in their budget for the next year." Minard and 
the selectmen agreed that it was unlikely, though, that this 
should be the case.

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

Mattapoisett' s Finance Committee met with 
several department heads on February 24 as they review, 
question, and prepare budgets for the spring town 
meeting warrant. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons brought a budget that 
she described as having "no real surprises." She said 
wage step increases, longevity pay, and career incentives 
were all annual standard increases. Lyons also said union 
negotiations will begin on June 30. But regarding the $1.9 
million budget, which is up $33,000 over fiscal year 2016, 
she explained, "It's what we function on and we make it 
work." 

Although the evening was not scheduled for 
capital planning decisions. Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne asked Lyons to share what she had placed on that 
list. 

Lyons has asked for funding for a new cruiser 
along with safety traffic signals for use at strategic 
locations. 

The bike path that passes through Mattapoisett 
Neck Road and Brandt Island Road are dangerous

crossings, as previously identified by residents attending 
Bike Path Committee meetings. 

Lyons said a flashing speed limit sign would 
be beneficial to increasing motorists' awareness of the 
pedestrian and bicycling crossings while also alerting 
them to the speed they are traveling. She also hoped to 
replace an ancient mobile traffic safety sign to be used at 
other locations in town on a rotating basis. 

Fire Chief Andrew Murray also offered a budget 
that didn't alarm the committee. He did note a request for 
a full-time clerk. Murray said the current position is only 
funded for 19.5 hours per week, which is not enough to 
handle the growing demands of the Fire Department. 

But Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 


Harbormaster Jill Simmons presented a budget 
worksheet that she described as "different" from the 
standard worksheet used. 

Simmons said that she was closing out some 
line items and adding new ones in an effort to have 
better control over spending and accounting for those 
expenditures. New on the worksheet were such line items 
as boat maintenance and repairs, boat fuel, dock and float 
repairs, and pump out expenses. Previously, those types 
of expenses were rolled into less specific categories, which 
made it difficult to understand where and how monies 
were being spent, Simmons said. 

The FY16 budget had been $190,342 while the 
FY17 budget comes in at $249,990. 


replied, "Once you go over 30 hours, you have to pick 
up $13,000 in benefits." The Fire Department's proposed 
FY17 budget is pegged at $410,114. 

Murray was also asked to speak to capital needs. 

Murray said it was time to replace the aging 

hoses. 

"The four-inch hose is over 20 years old," he 
told the committee. The total cost to replace the hoses 
is estimated at $28,000. He is also asking for a second 
thermo-imaging camera at an estimated cost of $3,500. 

Rounding out his discussion, Murray said that 
Engine 2 is nearly 60 percent through massive repairs and 
upgrades previously budgeted. Once this engine is back, 
it should have another 15 years of service he concluded.

The harbormaster's list of capital needs includes 
$19,000 for repair and replacement of pilings on Long 
Wharf and $80,000 for dredging between Long and 
Holmes wharves. 

Also present that evening was Highway 
Superintendent Barry Denham, whose reams of 
documents helped to illustrate the demands made on his 
department. 

"I'm trying to leave a history for my 
replacement," said Denham. 

With a budget slightly north of half a million 
dollars, the Highway Department answers the call in all 
kinds of weather and for all kinds of assistance. 

Denham produced a report that detailed the 
number of hours and associated costs when his team 
is dispatched to provide services to the Recreation 
Department, Natural Resources, Board of Health, Fire 
Department, harbormaster. Police Department, public 
schools, town hall, tree warden and, last but not least, the 
Water Department. 

Between July 2015 and February 2016, the 
Highway Department had clocked in 2,215 hours 
in aiding other town departments. When asked if 
his department was reimbursed by the other town 
departments needing the services of the Highway 
Department he replied, "I eat it. It comes out of my 
budget." 

"I need a full-time clerk," Denham told the 
committee members. He said there is so much filing and 
paperwork it can't be handled in 19.5 hours per week. 

When it was suggested by a committee member 
that he simply hire another part-time clerk, Denham said 
it really wouldn't solve the problem because, "We need 
someone who knows the work . . . for continuity in the 
office." 

Again, Donoghue noted the employee benefits 
associated with adding full-time positions. 

Denham also discussed the snow removal budget. 
He said that, although it has been a mild winter, his team 
had been out treating roads 17 times. He explained that he 
is using a combination of straight salt and liquid deicing 
products to save money and to keep roadways more ice- 
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free. He said this product also helps to eliminate the need 
for cleaning sand out of catch basins in the spring. 

While discussing town roads that are gravel 
versus asphalt, he was asked if there were any plans to 
pave the town's 16 miles of dirt roads. 

"We have to get the asphalt roads on a repair 
schedule before we talk about putting asphalt on dirt 
roads," said Denham. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for March 2 at 6:30 pm at the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall. 

FinCom Faces-off with School Reps on FY17 

Marion Finance Committee

It was the Marion Finance Committee versus 
the Marion School District in round one of budget 
negotiations, which got off to a tough start on February 24 
when the Finance Committee expressed impatience just 
after 6:30 pm at the tardiness of the school representatives. 

In the large recreation room at 13 Atlantic Drive, 
two long tables - one reserved for FinCom and the other 
for the school budget subcommittee and administration - 
were placed on opposite sides, arranged in a classic "face- 
off" position. At precisely 6:30 pm, one table was full of 
players and the other was completely empty 

Marion Finance Committee Chairman Alan 
Minard expressed his disappointment that no one 
representing the school arrived on time for the 6:30 pm 
meeting. Minard thought school budget discussions 
would begin at that time; however, as school 
administrators and School Committee members filed in 
one by one, they told Minard their meeting was posted for 
7:00 pm. 

Once the majority had arrived. School Business 
Administrator Patrick Spencer passed out a draft budget 
totaling almost $6,079,000 to each FinCom member and 
acting Town Administrator Judy Mooney 

Minard flipped though the pages and shook his 

head. 

"We're being handed this document now with 
no other chance to review it," said Minard. "It's not 
acceptable, folks. It's impossible for us to do our job with 
us looking at it five [minutes before]." 

Minard addressed Spencer and again commented 
on the meeting starting 20 minutes late, according to 
Minard' s schedule. 

"You're looking at me like I have six heads," 
Minard said to Spencer. 

The room was silent. 

"I'm sorry I didn't get it to you in advance, that's 
all," Spencer replied. 

The tension between the two sides was palpable, 
and the discussion appeared to take a nosedive before it 
even got off the ground. 

"How can we dig through all this . . . there's no 
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time," said Finance Committee member Hamish Gravem. 

Superintendent Doug White said the School 
Department had always responded promptly to any 
request for information and said he appreciates the 
cooperation of the town. 

"This is a collaboration not only on how to service 
the needs of the students in this town but also the needs 
of the town," said White. "I'm not looking to start and be 
in a place that is causing issues. We will work with the 
town if there are any questions. . .." 

"And we would've had much better questions if 
we had looked at this yesterday/' Minard said. 

Mooney pointed out a few changes to the Finance 
Committee to facilitate the committee's understanding 
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of where amounts went down since the last draft, which 
Mooney said was not as much as one would think them to 
go down. 

"But every little bit helps," said Mooney. "It's 
good. We're getting there." 

Minard pointed out the $486,564 maximum new 
tax revenue the town will collect and compared it to the 
collective budget increase requests from Sippican, ORR, 
and Upper Cape totaling $875,431, plus "all other expense 
and income net" totaling $167,510, showing a $556,377 
shortfall. 

"There's almost a million dollar's worth of stuff 
competing for $486,000," said Minard. In a household, 
he said, if you don't have the money "you don't go on 
vacation or you don't buy the car or you don't get the new 
dryer...." 

Minard continued, "We (FinCom) are required to 
get that [$556,000] down to zero." 

Finance Committee member Jeffrey Dickerson 
intervened in the conversation and addressed the 
discomfort between both sides of the room and the way 
the tables were arranged with one side facing the other 
side. 

"Just this set-up is adversarial," said Dickerson. 
"Why don't we take this down a notch or so, introduce 
ourselves . . . and our roles to each other." 

Everyone gets emotional when it comes to 
the schools, Dickerson stated. Fie suggested the group 
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"simmer down a bit" and try to work though it. 

Both sides introduced themselves and the mood 
in the room appeared to lighten a bit. 

"I'm the CEO of a hundred-million dollar 
software company," said Dickerson, "and if I held a 
meeting like this. I'd get fired." 

Dickerson asked for clarity and more specific 
details on the numbers, but he added, "This isn't meant to 
be an inquisition." 

Minard suggested they start with special 
education and go on from there. 

The main topic was use of "circuit breaker" 
money, which is money reimbursed from the state to 
cover the cost of unexpected substantial increases in 
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D 


special education services during the year that weren't 
budgeted. Spencer explained that it was best practice to 
cease relying on circuit breaker money as a way to offset 
the budget because that is not the intent of the funding to 
begin with. 

Last year, the School Department used circuit 
breaker money to offset the budget, but Spencer said it 
was not a viable solution. 

Also discussed was the request to fund a new 
special education teacher to form an age 18 to 22 program 
at ORR, which would save potentially hundreds of 
thousands of dollars by keeping the students in the school 
district instead of sending them outside the district. 

Other special educations costs, as White described 
them, "are out of your control. Those are things that are in 
our budget that we have very little leeway." 

FinCom members acknowledged this fact and 
also voiced support for the request to fund a new SpEd 
teacher for the new program. 

The group discussed retirement, a new part- 
time health teacher, and the cost to hire teachers before 
wrapping things up. 

Minard said the district should look at using 
circuit breaker funds one more time, despite Spender's 
recommendation. 

"We're going to turn over cushions on all the 
other sides (town department budgets)," said Dickerson. 

"I just ask you to do the same." 
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The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee is scheduled for March 3 at 6:30 pm at the 
Recreation Center at 13 Atlantis Drive. 

Towns Speak Out on ORR Budget Concerns 

Tri-Town/ ORR Budget Meeting

Reps from the Town of Rochester drew a bold 
bottom line on its assessment of the Old Rochester 
Regional School District's operations and management 
budget of $17.5 million for fiscal year 2017, saying the 
Town cannot afford the school budget's increase of almost 
3 percent over last year. 
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During a February 29 ORR budget meeting that 
included selectmen, town administrators, and Finance 
Committee members from the three towns, Rochester 
Board of Selectmen Chairman Richard Nunes commented 
after a lengthy discussion that ORR is "not living within 
[its] means." 

"The three towns have to live within their budget. 
They have to balance their budget every year," said 
Nunes, mentioning that ORR has more than once used 
funds from its Excess and Deficiency Account (rainy day 
savings) to offset the budget, which it can no longer afford 
do. "If you keep stacking the deck and you keep using 
high figures then this is where we are. . .. [The budget] just 
keeps growing and growing and growing and you're not 
making the necessary cuts." 

Having been the first time the word 'cut' was 
mentioned, the discussion quickly escalated. 

"Do you want a level-one school?" shot back 
ORR School Committee Chairman Paul Goulet. "You're 
talking about kids! These aren't wants," Goulet said with 
the budget in his hand. "These are needs that have been 
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pushed aside, pushed aside, pushed aside!" 

Much of the school district's budget increases 
stem from rising costs of insurance and retirement, as 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee Chairman Patricia 
Donoghue pointed out. 

"It's not like they've been adding things," 
Donoghue said. "There are certain costs that have been 
really killing ORR that are beyond their control. ..." 

Nunes said the Town of Rochester could only 
go as high as a 2.5 percent increase over FY16. Rochester 
faces an increase in last year's assessment, with FY17 
totaling $4,559,316. Marion is facing a total of $4,877,513, 
and Mattapoisett is looking at $3,946,403. 

Nunes said Rochester only has about $400,000 
to divvy up amongst its town departments and cannot 
afford the increase in the Rochester portion of the ORR 
budget. 

"We can't support the [$270,000]," said Rochester 
Finance Committee Chairman Kristian Stoltenberg. "Our 
revenue won't cover it. . .. This truly is a difficult budget." 
He later said that even if the budget went down to the 2.5 
percent increase, Rochester's ideal increase would be 2 
percent. 

Stoltenberg continued, "So it's pretty drastic. We 
can sit here and talk about it . . . but that's the reality." 

"We all have the same reality," said Marion 
Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard. 

"And the reality is we have more students coming 
in," said ORR and Rochester School Committee Chairman 
Tina Rood. 

Stoltenberg said that all Rochester could do was 
hope voters would approve a Proposition 2 Vi override 
to offset the cost of implementing the ORR five-year 
strategic plan. 

Superintendent Doug White listened to the 
discussion and chewed his pen. He said he was looking 
for direction, for someone to say where the three towns 
would go from there. 

"I think we need to locally deliberate how we're 
going to approach this and deliberate which road we're 
going to take," said Mattapoisett Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne. 
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Mattapoisett Selectman Paul Silva looked for a 
consensus amongst the three towns on whether they at 
least support the school district's use of money it saved 
by refinancing on a loan to borrow on to fund the next 
five years of its capital needs, but there was no definitive 
response. 

The three towns agreed to return to deliberate 
at the local level and inform White on their conclusions 
within 10 days, in time for a final budget presentation. 

SATs: Redesigned for the Better? 

ORR Update

For juniors and seniors across America, the SAT 
is quite possibly one of the most important tests they will 
take as a first step into their college career. Colleges are 
looking for increasingly higher scores, and the pressure is 
on to receive the highest score possible. 

There is one twist this year, though. 
Upperclassmen are encountering a switch from the 
traditional test to a new, redesigned version of the SAT. 

The College Board, which is the organization 
that administers the test, revamped the SAT after years 
of maintaining the same format. The new format will be 
distributed on the next testing date. 

The SAT that was administered in this area at 
New Bedford Voc Tech last Saturday, February 27, was 
the rescheduled test from the original January 23 date, 
which was cancelled due to inclement weather. That SAT 
was considered the "old" test; the "new" SAT is set to take 
place this Saturday, March 5. 

The old SAT was comprised of ten sections, all 
based in reading/ writing or math, including a mandatory 
essay question. The test's essay question was written at 
the beginning of the exam, and it asked test-takers to 
pull from personal experiences, literature, observations. 
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minutes. 
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and for every incorrect answer, one-quarter of a point was 
lost. The test was scored on a scale from 600 to 2400. 

For the new SAT, there will be a total of 154 
questions - much less than the old test's 171. The essay 
question will be taken at the end of the testing period and 
is optional. There will be a 50-minute time period given, 
and the question will focus on analyzing a given "source 
text." 
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The total testing time (including essay) is set to 
be three hours and 50 minutes. As for scoring, one point 
will be rewarded for every correct answer, and no points 
will be added or subtracted for both incorrect and omitted 
answers. 

The test will be scored on a scale from 400 to 1600. 
The English section will no longer contain the infamously 
difficult vocabulary words that students work diligently 
to memorize before the test, as the College Board website 
explains: 

"The words are ones that you will probably 
encounter in college or in the workplace long after test 
day. No longer will students use flashcards to memorize 
obscure words, only to forget them the minute they put 
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their test pencils down. The redesigned exams will engage 
students in close reading and honor the best work of the 
classroom." 

The newly-designed SAT hopes to connect with 
the skills students will use after high school by selecting 
a wider range of math problems that broaden the 
focus to a more usable level of mathematics, as well as 
including important documents, such as "U.S. Founding 
Documents." 

This newly-designed exam will have the biggest 
impact on juniors, as most seniors have already applied 
to colleges and sent in their scores. Juniors hoping to take 
the test multiple times, even before senior year, which is 
recommended, are forced to adjust to a completely new 
form of the test - a form about which not much is known 
until it is taken this week. 

Students in general are a little apprehensive about 
having to learn how to take a whole new test, especially 
one of this magnitude. 

"It feels kind of rude. I've got to say, like, 'why 
us?' Why couldn't it have been the next year?" said junior 
Celeste Hartley. "We didn't really have a lot of warning 
that the test was changing, so it could affect our prospects; 
we could've had three chances on the old one and done 
well, but we have it switching halfway through our junior 
year.... It might hurt our college chances." 

On top of feeling slightly cheated, many students 
feel unprepared to walk into a test without having an idea 
about what the test will look like. Hartley said she feels 
completely unprepared. 

"It's a whole new setup and the PS AT isn't like 
it and the MCAS was setup for the PSAT," said Hartley. 
"This is something else entirely. If it's anything like the 
Galileo or the PARCC . . . those were awful and made no 
sense because we've done [standardized] tests the same 
way for so long." 

Besides that. Hartley said, teachers are just now 
instructing students on how to prepare for the new one, 
because the teachers themselves have only just recently 
discovered how the test has been changed. 

"There should've been some early information to 
help them and us," stated Hartley.

Although the test is set to incorporate more 
relevant information, many students are anxious about 
the new material and the longer essay at the end, 
especially after three straight hours of testing. 

"I don't like it," said junior Erin Costa, "especially 
because, when I took an SAT course over the summer . . . 
they only made us take one of the old kind of test and 
they made us take three of the new ones. The new one is 
so much longer, and you need a lot more endurance for 
the new one than you do for the old one." 

And although most students are understanding of 
the attempt to make the test fair for all and more relevant, 
it is still difficult for students not to feel like the switch 
occurring mid-year is a little unfair to the test takers. 

"People test differently for the SAT and all tests 
really," said Costa, "but they're just trying to make a test 
that everybody in the nation ... so that's okay. But it is 
kind of hard because the test does cost money, and they 
tell you to take it more than once." 

With the new test quickly approaching, there is 
only one way to truly find out how the test will look and 
if it has changed for the better - we can only wait and 
hope for the best.

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And The Winner Is...

The message of this year's injustice-haunted Oscar 
ceremony, if there was one, was that abuse isn't okay. A 
bold statement, to be sure, but not unwelcome. From the 
night's hands-down highlight — Lady Gaga's ferocious 
performance of "Til It Happens to You" accompanied by 
rape survivors — to the surprising number of spoils (six) 
that went to Mad Max: Fury Road to Brie Larson's win for 
Room (I'm calling it, she's the new Jennifer Lawrence) to 
the ultimate and, for me, gratifying upset of Spotlight over 
The Revenant, the theme was very much "Don't tread on 
me," very solidly anti-victimizer, which again is like being 
pro-water or anti-cancer. 

Now, does Hollywood also victimize black actors by 
neglect? Host Chris Rock spoke trenchantly to the con- 
troversy, finally declaring that Hollywood isn't violently, 
rabidly racist, just thoughtless and snobby in the style of a 
sorority. That's a sharp analogy, and Rock took some other 
good shots, though the bit where he dragged out Stacey 
"we shouldn't have Black History Month" Dash for a 
quick joke at her expense wasn't one of them. (I guarantee 
you most of the audience, at home and in the Dolby The- 
atre, had no idea what that was about.) By and large. Rock 
stayed out of the way, like all Oscar hosts do — generally 
you remember the opening monologue and maybe some 
shtick during the show (like Ellen sending out for pizza 
or, this year. Rock shilling for his daughters' Girl Scout 
cookies), but aside from that, the guy this time who made 
me mentally cast him as next year's host was Louis CK, 
who riffed beautifully on how poor the winner of Best 
Documentary Short Subject must be. 

I now live in a world where Alejandro Gonzalez 
Inarritu has won two Best Director Oscars back to back, 
and this annoys me much more now than it did a decade 
or so ago, when all I'd seen was his terrific debut Amoves 
P err os. Now, please, he needs to go away for a while and 
not make any more aggressively directorial films. His 
usual cinematographer Emmanuel Lubezki was even 
more consistent, taking home his third Oscar in as many 
years, but he did do gorgeous work in The Revenant and 




I can't begrudge him the recognition. But he's become 
the go-to guy for technically arduous feats that have the 
faint aroma of stunts (consider also his work on Children 
of Men), and he, too, may need to chill out and not try to 
reinvent the wheel every time out. 

Nobody doubted Leonardo DiCaprio would grab the 
gold for The Revenant, and I won't bore you with musings 
on why he didn't really deserve it (I would've given it to 
him for Django Unchained or The Wolf of Wall Street). If or- 
deals out in the wilderness equalled Oscar-worthiness, the 
stars of half of Werner Herzog's films would have won. 
Alicia Vikander, who seemed to emerge from nowhere to 
appear in about 27 movies last year, won for The Danish 
Girl but, in my heart and many others', she won as much 
for her more touching and imaginative role in Ex Machina. 
What hurt was that her win meant a loss for Jennifer Jason 
Leigh, who might not come this close to Oscar again in 
her life. 

Does that matter? Film history is loaded with people 
who did great work and were never even nominated. 
Ultimately the award kicks some careers into overdrive, 
makes them more bankable and their future work more 
prestigious. When The Light Between Oceans starts mar- 
keting its September release, it will now be able to boast 
"Academy Award winner Alicia Vikander." Then again, 
Trog had Academy Award winner Joan Crawford. Any- 
way, it would've been nice if Samuel L. Jackson had had a 
chance to add "Academy Award winner" to his business 
cards, or Michael B. Jordan, or Idris Elba, to say nothing 
of the generally invisible women of color at the movies 
last year. I don't know whether it was boldly relevant or 
cringingly ironic that the Oscars sent us off to bed with 
Public Enemy's "Fight the Power" playing over the end 
credits. With the Oscars, it's always a little of both, isn't it?
